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Dustinn Gibson

at coin and currency shows as varied as ANA, Long Beach, and Memphis. Dusty began his 
collecting hobby when his grandmother gave him a group of U.S. coins when Dusty was 
in high school. Intrigued by the coins, Dusty was hooked at once, starting a fifty plus year 
romance with the study of coins and currency. 


While Dusty began with coins, his real affection was for paper money, particularly the 
currency of his native state of Oregon. He began collecting Oregon National Bank Notes 
in the late 1960's, mentored by fellow collectors Jim Gates and Richard Dreger, as the 
trio engaged in a spirited competition to discover and own the great Oregon Nationals 
that became available in the sixties and seventies. We at Heritage were privileged to have 
the opportunity to offer Dusty’s large size Oregon holdings in January of 2004, and in 

this sale offer Dusty’s set of small size Oregon National Bank Notes, the most complete 
ever assembled, along with his other currency, which includes a surprisingly eclectic 
assortment of high grade Large and Small Type Notes. 


Dusty was a lifelong bachelor and a doting uncle, living his entire life in the Siletz River 
Valley near the central Oregon coast. He worked at the Toledo Paper Mill until his 
retirement after 36 years on the job, a retirement that allowed him to attend even more 
coin and currency shows. He died in a tragic accident while on a hunting trip in October 
of 2009. Dusty was a gentleman among collectors, fair, easy to deal with, and a man of 
his word. He is missed by his many friends in the numismatic world, but his collecting 
accomplishments will live on for generations in the pages of this catalogue.

High Grade Kirtland Note

This is quite likely the most avidly collected of any issuer of 
obsolete currency due to its connection to the early Mormon 
Church. The bank was organized by Joseph Smith and other 
church elders in late 1836, and currency plates were prepared 
almost immediately for the bank’s notes. Despite the bank’s 
charter being rejected by Ohio banking authorities, notes 
were issued starting in January of 1837, with the insertion of 
the words “anti-bank” into the title. Shortly thereafter that 
ruse was abandoned, and notes such as the one offered below 
began to flow out of the bank. By May of 1837 the bank was 
refusing to redeem its notes for specie, causing the issue to be 
severely discounted, and by June of 1837 Smith severed his 
association with the bank.

In 1858, the government awarded a mail contract to one George Chorpenning to carry mail between Salt Lake City and 
Sacramento, California. The round trip took sixteen days and the cost of each letter was 10 cents. Chorpenning was an experienced mail 
contractor whose earlier efforts had been plagued by Indian attacks and the damages attributable to them. In fact, at the time that this 
contract was awarded, Chorpenning was engaged in a long running battle to recover damages from the Federal government, a struggle 
that was not resolved until 1870, when Congress rejected his efforts to collect $500,000. 


All of the notes that survive from this endeavor, in all denominations combined, number fewer than a dozen examples. Three notes are 
known bearing the Sacramento location, while the rest were likely issued in Salt Lake City. The Ford collection contained a $5, a $10 and 
a $50 note, plus an uncut sheet consisting of $1, $10, and $5 notes, along with one Sacramento engraved example. Nyholm’s new Utah 
reference indicates that any example offered today would certainly carry a valuation of $15,000 or more. That figure is very likely con- 
servative in today’s market for great western obsoletes.

This is only the third horizontal format vignette book that 
we have had the privilege of handling. It’s the normal large 
size volume with approximately 140 vignettes—an extremely 
high percentage of which were employed on US currency. 
The title page has the normal Treasury Department BEP 
information along with a red Treasury seal. George W. 
Casilear is listed as Superintendent of Engravers dating this 
book to pre-1885 when his long tenure was terminated. There 
are mild foxing stains here and there, but they are primarily 
on the tissue inter-leaves affecting the actual vignette pages 
to a far lesser degree. Few of the vignettes themselves are 
effected by significant foxing. The book has the normal gold- 
leaf cover and is composed of an extremely attractive dark 
brown leather. The binding is tight, the covers and spine are 
original and undamaged, and the book is pristine save for the 
aforementioned foxing, and a book dealer’s label across from 
the flyleaf. There is also minor pencil on the flyleaf itself. The 
book was presented to the Honorable B.J. Lossing, who we 
believe to be Benson J. Lossing who lived primarily in New 
York state between 1813 and 1891. Lossing was an editor in 
Poughkeepsie at an early age, and later worked as an engraver 
and book publisher in New York City. His most notable work 
was the two-volume pictorial field book of the Revolution 
published between 1850 and 1852. We’ve sold several other 
examples over the years—two in 2006 that realized just over 
$5,000 apiece. (3,500-up)

nature of F.E. Spinner, who served as the Treasurer of the 
National Lincoln Monument Association. On the model 
of the Washington National Monument Society, Congress 
passed legislation to create a Lincoln Monument Association 
in 1867. The Association commissioned sculptor Clark Mills 
to create for the northeast corner of the Capitol grounds a 
monument “commemorative of the great charter of eman- 
cipation and universal liberty in America.” Mills proposed 
a multi-tiered, 36-figure, bronze sculpted monument 
that would a have at its peak a seated Lincoln signing the 
Emancipation Proclamation. Although a national fund- 
raising effort was begun, for political and practical reasons, 
the Association and Mills never finished this monument. 
The project languished until 1901, when the Congress des- 
ignated an area for the proposed monument. By 1911, con- 
struction had started, and the completed monument was 
dedicated by President Warren G. Harding in 1922. The 
National Lincoln Monument Association should not be con- 
fused with a citizens association of the same name who suc- 
cessfully (and in a considerably shorter period) oversaw the 
construction of Lincoln’s tomb in Springfield, Illinois. About 
Uncirculated, the first example of its kind we’ve ever had to 
offer. Any estimate here is simply a guess, but we think that 
this piece, which was engraved and printed at the Treasury 
Department, may bring far more than our perhaps exces- 
sively conservative estimate.

“How beautiful upon the mountains...” By 1844, the year 
of Smith’s passing, the population of Nauvoo had reached 
12,000, rivaling that of Chicago. In the years that followed, 
the Mormons were subjected to considerable persecution, 
and by 1846 they had largely abandoned Nauvoo to begin 
their epic trek west to the Great Salt Lake. In 1849, a group 
known as Icarians moved to the Nauvoo area to establish 
a utopian socialist commune based on the ideas of French 
philosopher Etienne Cabet. At its peak the commune had a 
population of over 500, but it, like all of the socialist com- 
munities established during the 1830’s and 1840’s, faded into 
obscurity after the death of its founder. Although many of 
the early buildings remained, the largely depopulated town 
drifted into somnolence, only to become a major tourist 
attraction in the latter years of the twentieth century. 


The First NB of Nauvoo was the only National Bank estab- 
lished in this community, issuing only a relative handful of 
notes before its demise in 1919. The Kelly census lists only 
one note, with no serial number or grade listed, and the 
Gengerke data indicates that no note from this bank has 
ever been available at public sale.

The 
organizers had second thoughts about the economics associated with operating such a bank in the Northeast, where a National Gold 
Bank was not needed to secure the circulation of Federal paper money. The bank had a short life. It was organized in August 1870, 
received its circulation the following March and April, and returned its entire circulation in December 1871. It then liquidated on 
November 8, 1872. Not a single Kidder National Gold Bank Note entered circulation, although at least one sheet was cut. A more 
detailed study of the bank’s issues includes the following: The bank deposited $50,000 in bonds on August 15, 1870 to secure its circula- 
tion. This was followed by another $100,000 bond deposit on November 5, 1870. The first shipment of notes for the bank was sent on 
March 11, 1871. It consisted of 50 sheets of the $50-$100 combination. A further 75 sheets of the $50-$100 combination were mailed on 
April 8. All of these notes were returned to the Comptroller of the Currency on December 4, 1871. The bonds backing this paper money 
were all sold within two weeks. Within the year the bank would exit completely from the scene except for a few specimens of its paper 
money. A $50 and $100 specimen pair resided in the John J. Ford Collection until it was sold in 2004. The only other specimen pair 
known is presented here. They are uniface specimens with four small punch cancels each along the signature lines. They are mounted 
to the same card and then enclosed in a PMG multi-note holder. Each “note” is marked “SPECIMEN” four times in red ink. The paper 
for the specimens has a gold tint.

As Peter Huntoon points out in 
his book Territorials, A Guide to U.S. Territorial National 
Bank Notes, when Nebraska (and Colorado) achieved state- 
hood, the plates used to print National Bank Notes from 
these former Territories were not immediately changed, with 
Territorial examples from Nebraska, for example, produced 
as late as 1881. Despite that, Nebraska Territorials have 
remained extreme rarities for decades, with the population 
having remained at eight since the last was discovered in 
1999. This note traces its pedigree back to the holdings of 
noted Texas (and Territorial) collector J.L. Irish, whose col- 
lection of Territorial notes was sold back in 1997, and is pic- 
tured in the Huntoon reference on page 97. Only two banks 
issued Territorial notes from Nebraska, and, of the eight 
Nebraska Territorials known, three come from this institu- 
tion.

The table on the back shows how interest was 
earned over that period. As the Civil War raged on and the 
country sank deeper into debt financing the war, these notes 
were issued to help raise much needed funds. These were 
issued in $10, $20, $50, $100, $500 and $1000 denominations. 
Even lower denominations are very rare in high grade. The 
gold overprint has flaked off somewhat, but there is no paper 
loss, and the note is far above average for this issue. It’s an 
incredibly attractive note for the type, with good remaining 
crispness and strong color. For those desiring something neat 
and out of the ordinary, this beautiful and rare note deserves 
strong consideration.’

As 
Isaiah Thomas stated in The History of Printing in America, 
many printing supplies had previously been obtained from 
England and during the war “paper, of course, was extremely 
scarce, and what could be procured was badly manufac- 
tured... It was often taken from the mill wet, and unsized... 
Every thing like rags was ground up together to make a 
substitute for paper. This, with wretched ink, and worn out 
types, produced miserable printing.” Edes was known for his 
patriotism. Most of these notes are seen in the Fine or lower 
grade range, making this example a real treat for any aspir- 
ing colonial collector. The print quality is actually very nice 
for this issue and the signature of D (Daniel) Hopkins and 
serial number are clear and bold. (500-up)

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half of the 
increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue to participate 
only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature’ Auctions 
and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the expected increment, these 
bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 


Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance 
with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below 
which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN Minimum

Such lots shall 
be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such sales 
including but not limited to the Buyer's Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 
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Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, all subject to reporting requirements). 
All are subject to clearing and funds being received In Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
purchases. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds” when 
drawn on a USS. bank for ten days, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Credit

Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer.

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 
in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise.
